The retirement pay var- 
ies, the amount depending upon 
the length of service and the aver- 
age annual salary during the last 
five years prior to retirement. 
Provision is made for payment of 
a sum to the heirs on the death 
of an employe. If an employe

and birth rate and the lowest di- 
vorce rate. The government pro- 
vides free education and medical 
care for all children, according to 
the speaker.

The Mac’s will have been on 
the job here in Upland for 
just 34 years. That is, if we 
are lucky enough to make it. 

Understand, we’re not 
bragging, just one of those 
things. 

Came in via the Salt Lake 
R. R. to Ontario from River- 
side. Mrs. Mac, Myself and 
@ very handsome white pooch 
—a parting gift from doting 
friends. 

Came up on the street car 
—hanging my _ second-hand 
bicycle on the front end as 
was the custom in them days. 

Borrowed 1,800 on my un- 
ashamed note to buy Carl 
Carlson’s 1-5th interest in 
a Drug store down in next 
block south, AsI see it now 
I don’t think the dump was 
worth a total of four grand, 
at least they only carried 
two thousand fire insurance 
and when the rains came— 
and they came — the flood 
waters from the slightly 
higher back yard—flowed 
gently but persistently into 
our back door — no doubt 
seeking a lower level—and 
finding same. However, the 
floor was slightly tilted to- 
ward the front and what 
didn’t drip thru the cracks 
in the floor could be neatly 
swept out the front gate. 

Ours was not what’d be 
called an imposing edifice— 
altho at that time we paid 
the highest business rent in 
town — 40 pesos American 
money. The total width was 
about 18 feet, and when, you 
took off the space for a set 
of wall fixtures on each side 
and two rows of show cases 
(conventional arrangement) 
you couldn’t drive a Mack 
truck down that center aisle 
without inconveniencing the 
customers. 

Back end was old-fashion- 
ed tall Prescription case, and

Here was a peculiar space

—to the discussion of how to 
improve the present system 
of public instruction—the re- 
building of the Panama 
Canal—to general uplift and 
the dissection of various 
agenda—plus a conviviality 
and close acquaintance not 
achieved by modern dimly 
lighted gilded halls. 

If it hadn’t been for this 
casual masterpiece of social 
service, Scions of the better 
families and a goodly sec- 
tion of the (Hoi Poi) would 
have languished and wither- 
ed from the extremities of 
the climate, and perhaps un- 
timely passed on without a 
ready antidote for Bubonic 
plague, Orange poisoning, 
Lemon rash or the insidious 
attack of some lurking ser- 
pent—with which the vicin- 
ity abounded—in them days. 

Our chief helper during 
those stirring pioneer days 
—and nights — up to mid- 
night sometimes — was one 
Clifford Lamb — which my 
yen for alliteration convert- 
ed to Kliff the Kodak Kid. 
He was a red-headed young 
feller—slim as a lath—who 
hung his peg-top trousers on. 
his hip bones—much to my 
dismay and admiration. Wid- 
est part of his anatomy— 
seemed to me—was his spec- 
tacles. Would you believe it 
—they tells me as knows— 
he is a nice rolly poly fat 
Person, bald—shame on him 
—who is a civil service ex- 


ecutive—or was—back in 
Dayton, Ohio. 
My, My—when I think of 


the various pulsations of life 
that wriggled thru the soc- 
ial strata of the village in 
them days. Believe I could 
peck off a book that would 
astonish the survivors as 
well as the refugees, or per- 
haps an anthology—not un- 
like Spoon River. 

‘Settle back, me hearties! I 
aint going to spill nuthin.

PRICE TELLS OF 
POSTWAR FUND 


Considerable progress has been 
made by the Gov. Warren admin- 
istration and the legislature in 
meeting post-war employment 
needs, according to R. Fred Price, 
candidate for re-election to the 
state legislature. 

The legislature has diverted % 
cent of the sales tax and 10 per 
cent of the corporation tax to a 
post-war unemployment fund, Mr. 
Price said. 

‘It is estimated that this will 
amount to approximately 70 mil- 
lion dollars in two years,” Mr. 
Price said. “This alone will not 
be sufficient to meet any major 
part of the unemployment needs 
for men returning from the ser- 


vice or being transferred from 
wartime to peacetime employ- 
ment.” 


Mr. Price said the postwar per- 
iod will “require the united effort 
of everyone to increase produc- 
tion and to provide greater pay- 
rolls. Greater industry presents 
the only hope we have of meet- 
ing the cost of the war, a con- 
tinuance of private initiative and 
retaining a sound monetary sys- 
tem.”
